“Dad” Conklin, Civil and 
Indian Wars Hero is Dead

Passed Away at County 
Hospital in Riverside 


Pays for His Care 


{EXCTASTVE DISPATCH) 

RIVERSIDE, Sept. 22.— Dad“ 
Conklin, Civil War veteran, Indian 
war scout and guide, and said to 
be the last man intimately con- 
nected with the Custer massacre, 
famous in the history of early 
days in the West, is dead. 

“Dad,” as he was familiarly 
known by half of the residents of 
Riverside, died late Friday night, 
at the County Hospital, after an 
fYiness of nine months. “Dad's” 
given name was Ausburn, but few 
residents of Riverside knew it. 
Neither 4id they know that when 
he retired from the Army he bore 
the title of captain. 

Although he died at the County 
Hospital, Dad“ was not an ob- 
ject of charity, for between the 
lst and 10th of every month he 
turned over to the hospital au- 
thorities his pension check from 
the United States government. Al- 
though not required to do so, he 
refused to stay at the county in- 
stitution unless his money was ac- 
check

saved for him. 

“Dad” had lived in Riverside for 
thirty years or more, and during 
that time he became more or less 
the mascot of the Riverside police 
department. Nearly every evening 
he spent an hour or soin the sta- 
tion talking over old times with 
his friends, W. C. “Bill” Polcene,

Objects Date Back Many 
Thousands of Years

The work 
during the past year has been un- 
der the direction of a French and 
American committee. 

To reach the Phoenician ruins 
Count dé Prorak said he had. to 
go down through five distinct civil- 
izations, first the Saracen of the 
eighth century, then the ntine, 
next the Vandal, then the man, 
then the Carthaginian or Phoeni- 
clan. This early Carthage, he. ex- 
plained, reflected the influence of 
Egypt. 

EARLY DAY VANITY 

Curious things in the collection 
were lipsticks and rouge boxes, 
bronze mirrors and scissors, ivory 
hair pins and many other little 
toilet articles used by the women 
of that period.

OCEAN DEPTHS 


North Sea Scene of Search 
for Lost Riches 
Dutch Steamer Sunk by 
Submarine is Lure 


Rival Seekers Try to Get to 


Plunder First 


(BY 
LONDON, Sept. 22.—Treasure 
hunting conjures up many weird 
things, but the story of rival ex- 
peditions from three nations now 
maneuvering far out in the North 
Bea where the old Dutch Licyd 
liner Tubantia lies forty fathoms 
under the sea with a big torpedo 
hole in its rusty side and its hold 
full of “golden” cheese, is the most 
curious in history of ite kind in 
years.
